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Physicists Told 
Of Earth's Origin 

Urey Tells Society Seminar 
of Research Results

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What lies In the center of the 
earth? How was it formed two bil- 
lion year* ago? These questions 
were discussed by Dr. Harold C. 
Urey in an address delivered at the 
Physical Society seminar in the 
Physics building Friday night. 

Previously Dr. Urey made a tour 
of the campus, having spent a large 
part of the time In the Cyclotron 
building. He expressed amazement 
at the amount of work being under- 
taken by the Cyclotron, staff on 
such a limited budget as was avail- 
able, particularly praising Dr. Fos- 
ter for his economy. No less was 
he fascinated by the nature and 
quality of the work going on. "This 
is, one of my favorite universities" 
Dr. Urey stated after his lecture 
"I have been here quite a few times, 
once only a few months ago, and I 
hope'to come again." 

"While reviewing material for a 
course In physical chemistry which 
hé was to give at the University 
of Chicago, where he Is Distin- 
guished Service Professor, Dr. Urey 
found that verV little work had 
been done on the structure and the 
origin of the earth since the time 
of Newton's discovery of the Laws 
of gravitation. He became Interest- 
ed in this matter, and decided to 
do some research of his own when 
he discovered that the earth was

getting warmer, rather than cool- 
ing as so long had been thought. 

The results of his research held 
the large audience In the physics 
lecture room spellbound, as Dr. 
Urey followed the developement of 
his theories, and the rejection of 
other previous hypothesis. A large 
part "of the ' lecture "wis ' Illustrated 
with slides, some of whith, parti- 
cularly those of the moon, holding 
special interest in themselves. 

He stated that It was extremely 
unlikely that the craters on the 
moon were caused by astronomical 
collisions of meteors, since a com- 
parable number of such craters was 
absent on the much larger surface 
of the earth, but probably the re- 
sult of one gigantic explosion on a 
particular location on the moon, 
from which he showed rays of ridg- 
es and craters radiated. Using ac- 
curately arrived at figures of the 
weights and radii of the Moon, 
Mars, Mercury, and Venus, he estab- 
lished the fact that the earth has a 
core of molten iron-nickle alloy, in 
equilibrium with Hydrogen and 
Helium gases at a very high pres- 
sure of about two million tons per 
square foot, with a discontinuity in 
the density of the earth about 300 
kilometers below sea level. 



discontinuity Was observed at var- 
ious observations previously, and is 
supported by sefsmical data. 

Also observed by Dr. Urey was 
the fact that the length of the day 
was changing at the rate of ap- 
proximately 0.023 seconds a day 
every century. This is thought to 
be a considerable amount since it 



has a cumulative effect. No satis- 
tory explanation has been found 
to account for the fact that this 
change Is not steady, but varies 
quite irregularly. Dr. Urey will 
publish the results of his research 
in Geo-Chemica, Cosmo-Chcmica 
Acta, published by Academic press, 
N. Y. 

The meeting was memorable to 
the physicists at McGIll for another 
reason also. Dr. A. Norman Shaw 
handed the chairmanship of the 
Physical Society, which he had held 
for the last ten years, to Dr. J. S. 
Foster, who Is at present director 
of the Electronics • Laboratory and 
Cyclotron.

Toronto, Jan. 28 — (CUP) — 
Several bodies were found after 
a flash fire In the University of 
Toronto. 

The fire i resulted when carbolic 
acid boiled over in the basement 
of the Anatomy Building. It burn- 
ed Itself out before the fire de- 
partment could be of any help. 

Though the fire was not danger- 
ous In itself the building was 
evacuated because of the acrid 
smoke. Dr. J. C. Watt, professor 
of Anatomy, said that the building 
wis evacuajed In record time, a 
fire drill having taken place about 
two weeks ago. He said that the 
Anatomy Building staff was one of 
the first to

Students were first aware of the 
Incident when six fire trucks, com- 
ing up King's College Road and 
Taddle Creek Road, met in front 
of the Old Red Skulehouse, Var- 
sity Engineering Building, stopped 
and asked each other where the 
Anatomy Building was. The lack 
of knowledge of campus geography 
is being corrected, as the Fire 
, Chief visited Simcoo Hall to 'obtain 
maps of the campus.

Graduate Overfed, 
Lacks Innocence 
Says Callaghan 



Toronto.— (CUP)— "Our universi- 
ties have produced very few writ- 
ers, apparently because university 
smooths out an individual's angu- 
larity of character," stated Morlcy 
Callaghan. author of "The Varsity 

Story." at ■ Newman Club meeting divided Vy It'w 
at the University of Toronto last 
Sunday night. 

University graduates learn what 
not to write. They develop a sense 
of prudence, whereas an artist must 
retain a more or less innocent out- 
look, he continued. 

"However, if an aspiring writer 
should a«k, I would tell him to go 
to college to gain more knowledge," 
said Mr. Callaghan, "but I would 
warn him not to lose his angular- 
ity." 

Speaking of newswriting. he told 
of a "Star" editor who asked: 
"What is the matter with university 
graduates? It is difficult to put 
them into harness." Mr. Callaghan 
explained that perhaps students be- 
came used to a certain ease or kind 
of life so that they resented being 
broken on the wheel. 

He spoke of observing two re- 
porters, one of which was a gradu- 
ate, the other a former copy-boy. 
The graduate was Intelligent and 
agreeable but lacked the essential 
fierceness of approach which char- 
acterized the copy-boy. The grad- 
uate, he added, was possibly not 
hungry enough. 

There arc the writers who are 
honest, he explained, and there arc 
those who calculate their work 
solely to satisfy the wants of a par- 
ticular editor or reader. Such 
authors arc termed "commercial." 

In Canada, we have no magazines 
which publish stories solely on 
literary merit, he said. This makes 
it difficult for the Canadian writer. 
However, he continued, there Is a 
growing demand for Canadian stor- 
ies, due to a quaint curiosity 're- 
garding this country. 

Mr. Callaghan advised that young 
writers aim for higher literary 
merit— aim for a place among the 
greatest of our contemporaries, and 
avoid merely making a fast buck. 
"Eventually you will be recognized 
by magazines of quality, who will 
be demanding your works." he said. 

Mr. Callaghan graduated from St. 
Michael's College in 1925 and from 
Osgoodc Hall in" 1928. As an under- 
graduate he devoted three aflerV 
noons a week and his summer to 
writing for the "Toronto Star."

Western Allies Leave 
Bremen and Hamburg 



The scene hanged from Korea 
to Germany suddently yesterday. 
The Allies, deciding their main 
supply bases of Hamburg and 
Bremen were to close to the Soviet 
zone for safety, moved immediate- 
ly to create n new line through 
France. The line will feed General 
Eisenhower's growing Atlantic 
Pact combined force. 

British and American authorities 
say both ports would be overrun 
"by lunchtime" in case the East 
should strike. 

Meanwhile in Washington 
Premier Rene Pleven of France is 
reported ready lo assure the U.S. 
that French troops will fight on 
even if the Communists attack in 
large scale In Indo-China. 

The Truman-Pleven talks are re- 
ported to be centering around the 
vast commitment of French troops 
In Indo-China where most of 
France's troops ar« now fighting 



The French It is thought will ask 
tor. stepped-up shipments of U.S. 
aid fr Indo-China in order for the 
French to achieve an early all 
out victory. 

In Ottawa an observer reported 
that Canada will give immense aid 
to south and southeast Asia. Tax- 
payers arc expected to be asked at 
the coming session for many mil- 
lions of dollars to supplement the 
rcararmament program now under- 
way the Government will put , a 
special bureau Into action to handle 
the new commitments. 

In Korea retreating Communist 
troops turned and fought back 
about 11 miles south of the capital 
Seoul. .U.N. troops were advancing 
an average of three miles along a 
40-mllc front south of the Capital. 
About 1,000 Red troops were esti- 
mated to be in the fray as they 
turned on advancing U.N. troops.

USXonsalate General Clarifies.. 
Selective Service Regulations 



Present United States Selective 
Service regulations as they apply 
lo Americans studying at McGIll 
have been clarified for The Dally 
by the Consulate General of the 
United States In Montreal. 

In a letter to The Dally, Cecil 
M. P. Cross, consul general, stat- 
ed more explicitly Information 
given by The . Dally In a news 
story last Thursday. 

Mr. Cross listed regulations con- 
cerning .reservists. Americans 
abroad who are already register- 
ed with a local draft board In the 
U.S., and unregistered Americans 
jiving abroad. Present Selective 
Service regulations are as follows, 
he said: 

"Reservists: Those on reserve 
outside the United States should 
It) keep the personnel office of 
the appropriate branch of the 
armrd forces advised of current 
address, and (2) comply with 
orders they may receive from 
their headquarters. 

"Americans who are already 
registered with a local Board In 
the United States: Each Amer- 
ican who is already registered Is 
on his own responsibility to keep 
in direct touch with his local 
Board (NOT through a Foreign 
Service office); to keep his 
Board informed of his where- 
abouts; and to make his own ar- 
rangements to comply with any 
orders from the Board. 

"Unregistered Americans living 
abroad: Every citizen of the 
United States who would have 
been required to register had he 
been within the United Stales, 



Ex-McGill Professor 
Ridicules Americans 

Prof Patrick Anderson, formerly 
assistant professor of English at 
McGIll University, spoke on "Am- 
erican culture — Docs it Exist" in 
a public lecture last week at the 
University of Malaya, where- he 
now is a literature professor, and 
the only two Americans in the aud- 
ience walked out. 

He said it is "not easy to fail" 
at most U.S. colleges. 

"Students who finally get their 
degrees usually go into business 
and remain incorrigibly boyish, in 
corriglbly optimistic, and on the 
whole rather boring," he said. " 

He advised Malayan students 
wishing to study abroad to go to 
London or Paris because in U.S. 
I schools they would "have to be- 
Icoma put of a fiallern." ■

States, Is required to register 
within five days after the date he 
enters. Any such person Is' re- 
quired to register if he enters the 
United Stales for any purpose, 
and this without regard to the 
length of his stay. The liability to 
register becomes effective the 
moment he enters the United 
States, and the five day peri- 
od mentioned merely sets the 
maximum length of time during 
which he can delay his registra- 
tion."

Mental Breakdown 
Increase Is Cited 
By SCM Chaplain 

"In the past five years the inci- 
dence of mental breakdown among 
students has Increased 150 per cent. 
The Allen Memorial Institute is 
having all it can do to handle these 
student cases," said Rev. Jack Bish- 
op last night, before a meeting of 
the Canterbury Club. He stated 
that students are constantly frus- 
trated trying to make sense out of 
knowledge. "The most devil-may- 
care students, including Francis 
Allen, feel this" he added. 

Rev. Bishop is resident chaplain 
of the Student Christian Movement. 
He outlined u program to Increase 
the club's membership and sphere 
of activities. He emphasized that 
while students were becoming in- 
creasing confused, the membership 
of religious clubs remained small. 

"The problem facing these clubs 
is the same -as that facing the 
Church . today — that of the four- 
whcclers. Those : who arc first 
brought to church in a baby car- 
riage, arrive next in a taxi for 
their wedding, and arc brought fin- 
ally In a hearse." 

Rev. Bishop slated the universi- 
ties were not fulfilling their pur- 
poses. They have become so rigid 
and formal that there is little con- 
tact between the faculty and the 
student body. Prejudice toward 
minority groups is' stronger than 
most people realize. Besides this, 
the university is. completely divid- 
ed, into faculties,, and. students in 
each have little' to do with those 
from another. This state of affairs 
has'rcsulted'in'many students gain- 
ing little understanding and becom- 
ing greatly confused. He urged the 
Club lo work among students of 
this type to create greater common 
understanding.

Episcopal Chinch. The use of the Baptist 
,ii church was offered by its minister and board 
of deacons to the Negro congregation. For 
purchase of this same edifice to accommodate 
his growing- flock had been Reverend Jolin- 
' ton's .^ôïTg-Hoiiglit-pôal. But the final transfer 
éiid.nccupa.ncyr.vras still a few months off at 
the time of his passing.

' v^Srime pco|)le oulsiile the South may read 
this- story with surprise. Others may attach 
to it great and new significance. On the other 
hànd, some champions of Negro rights may 
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dismiss the incident as simply another illus- 
tration, at the least, of benevolent paternal- 
ism; at the most, of the personal friendships 
and kindnesses which have always character- 
ized Negro-white relations in the South. They 
would likely ask whether Reverend Johnson, 
before his passing, would have felt free to 
walk into this same church and to sit where 
he wished, among the congregation. 

None of these conclusions would be all right 
or all wrong. The story will hardly surprise a 
southerner. It is, to be sure, simply a larger, 
more dramatic exemplification of the warm 
regard between individuals with which he is 
familiar. 

But these incidents arc growing. They arc 
becoming less interpersonal and more inter- 
racial. They arc signs of a new day— a day 
which will be hastened and then solidly 
grounded more by a multiplication of such 
voluntary acts of brotherhood as took" place 
in Memphis than by any other single menus.

Dtar Sir; 

Thursday's article on Africa came under the 
ovèrllne "The Dark Continent." This title Is one of 
. evoral offensive pet phrases under which some 
iule In this part of the world describe Africa. 
!ij a label which has no basis of fact, either liter- 

or metaphorically. 
Anybody who knows where the African con- 
nt is knows that it is far from being dark. 
Iti ted I do not know any place In the world where 
I < perpetually dark. 

The phrase "Dark Continent" does not refer to 
the rkin color of Africans because all Africans are 
not dark. Besides, no continent bears any such de- 
scriptive titles designating the particular color of 
Its inhabitants. Similarly It has no relation to the 
backwardness of Africa since not all of Africa is 
backward, and even if it were so, the African con- 
tinent is not the only continent which harbors 
backward peoples. 

The phrase "Dark Continent" is therefore a 
misnomer. It was coined in the sixteenth century 
when for philosophical and psychological purposes, 
a Teason had to be- manufactured for the enslave- 
me nt-or^ millions of Africans and for the economic 
expjoitqtion of the continent. Then, It was postu- 
lated;' the dark soul of the African had to be 
Christianized .'and enlightened. Now, after three 
hundred years of continuous "illumination" of the 
continent,- "ft is not conceivable that it is still dark. 
If3jh is, ib_ e . n J~eUhçr'. Africa cannot be illuminated 
orretseuto genuine attempt has been made to en- 
lighten it. In either case the Westerners should 
have quit Africa as a bad job. 

Let me recapitulate that the use of this title is 
intended only to mislead public opinion, to provide 
allÙ-Ior— whaL-is-going on In Africa today. For a 
p cà'pte .whâ<rirlv^TO-"many comforts from, and cm- 
ployme'rit in',"- Africa, -its usage represents gross in-, 
gra^ude/ it- depicts ignorance. It pretends to show 
plt^. w .hcr.e. none is desired. It docs not respect 
thClÊCltrtgi of Africans, who, like any other peo- 
plKJire proua b"f:thé[r nationality.

Indeed, in Friday's issue, Mr. Allen appears to 
be losing even the conviction of his original argu- 
ments by g|ving a condescending pat on the back 
to the "typical American." The blame Is now to be 
solely placed upon the American leaders In gen- 
eral and Mr. Truman In particular. 

Possibly Caligula's horse was easy to manage, 
but at least it only had one head.

Maturity Of 
Grads Probed 
At Queens 

Kingston - (CUP) — Ability of 
Universities to turn out mature, 
proficient graduates was question- 
ed Sunday morning as a Joint meet- 
ing of the Arts and Levana. So- 
citics created a committee for in- 
vestigation into the educational 
system of the Arts faculty at 
Queen's University. 

In a' motion Ihe societies clari- 
fied the duties of the committee 
"to ascertain feeling at this Uni- 
versity with specific emphasis on 
student opinion in regards to the 
educational system offered by 
Queen's In the Arts faculty." 

The final recommendations of 
the inquiry will be submitted, first 
to the Arts and Levana women 
societies then to a faculty board. 

Plans of the committee Include 
personal Interviews of all Arts 
professors, a cross section of stud- 
ent opinion gained from Inter- 
viewing tutors, grads, final year 
students and Interested student 
groups. A committee room in the 
Union will be u.-ed by the com- 
mittee members. Interviews will 
be held there. 

'Bill Bauer, emphasizing the need 
for an Inquiry said, "The Arts 
faculty producer the teachers of to- 
morrow and at present, due per- 
haps to some fault in Univers ty In- 
struction, teachers arc going forth 
tO'-cram their pupils with dry 
stereotyped tacts from limited text 
books, without abo presenting the 
valuable lesson of how to learn 
and how to think. 

Asking for a definition of the 
Liberal Art*, the i-odetica were told 
that the study of all Arls courses 
with the except nn of Commerce 
comes under the heading of Liberal 
Arts. . 

Chief critielim was leveled at the 
high school system, which allows 
fifth-form student* lo come to col- 
lege without being able to write or 
spell gramatically correct sentences. 

To put this new system into effect 
Bauer stated, wc ni;ed men and 
women who know the technique 
ot teaching and assimlating new 
facts. Too many today throw a bar- 
rage of facts at the student, and he 
either sinks or swims. "This' does 
not prepare a student to take full 
advantage ot a University educa- 
tion." he said. 

"Our responsibility is not just 
to ourselves, or to the Artsmen who 
will follow Uk. but to the whole 
educational System."
